On motion of Mr. Matlock, Mr. Payne was.appointed Speaker,

pr On motion of Mr. King, B. Genois was appointed clerk, pro. 


In the absence of a quorum, on motion of Mr. Matlock, the 
House adjourned until to-morrow at nine o’clock, a. a4.

6. Engrossed bills read a third time. 

T. Bille, reports, and other business lying on the table. 

8. Bills, and other business from the Council. 

9. Other business of the House. ; 

10. The orders of the day. 

Rore 13. The Speaker shall, upon each day, announce to the 
House the business in order, agreeably to the preceding rules: 
and no business shall be taken up or considered, until the class to 
which it belongs, shall be declared to be in order; but reports 
from the Governor, may be read at any time. 


Second Amendment—Substitute in the place of 39 and 40 the . 
following : 
Rute 39.’Every bill shall be introduced by motion for leave, 
or by order of the House, or the report of a committee. 
ne day’s notice at least, shall be given of a motion to bring 
in a bill, and the member giving such notice, shall state concisely 


. the leading objects of the bill, for the information of the House; 


which motion may be committed. 

Rute 40, Every bill shall receive three several readings on 
three different days previous to its passage, unless two-thirds of 
the House shall dispense with this rule.
